Claims 1-4 were previously canceled. 

3. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: see red ink changes in attached Figures. In order to avoid abandonment of the 
application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

4, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art references, 
alone or in any combination, do not teach a panty-shaped sanitary undergarment of permanently 
attached portions, the crotch portions of which defined an internal opening open laterally which 
receives the wing extensions of an absorbent pad therein, the absorbent pad is fiirther attached to 
the top and bottom surfaces of the internal crotch portion by adhesive on the bottom surface and 
wing extensions of the pad, respectively, in combination with the other claimed features in 

claim 8. It is noted that there is a mark on the declaration adjacent the citizenship of the second 
inventor. Since the mark is not initialed or signed it is presumed that the citizenship of the second 
inventor is USA as set forth.
